Three Nation Committee to 


Approach Japan With 


Proposal. 


BRUSSELS. (UP). Great Brit- 


ain, France and the United States 
joined in a new attempt to entice 
Japan into peace negotiations. Led 
Toy the three 
democracies, eight 


principal powers agreed a private 
two-hour conference that a small 
committee, 
probably 
comprising 


the three nations, should be ap- 
pointed to approach Tokyo and try 
to find a basis for peace between 
China and Japan. 
The 
proposal 


was adopted later by the main 
body of the conference. 


The three powers also decided 
that Germany might 'be asked to 
join the peace efforts. There waa 
little hope here that Japan would 
accept the peace overtures or that 
Germany would prove very helpful. 


Speculation bas a r i s e n over 


whether the big democracies, while 
apparently 
seeking 
far 
eastern 


peace, were aiming at a much 
broader objective. 
Some believed 


this might be to give Germany, 
Italy and Japan every opportunity 
to be obstructive in order to arouse 
public opinion in the United States, 
Great Britain and France, thus 
bringing the three nations closer 
together in the face of the "fascist 
menace." 


Other 
nations 
represented 
at 


the private meeting were Italy, 
The Netherlands, Belgium, Portu- 
gal and Russia. 
Paul 
Spaak, 
Belgian 
foreign 


minister, proposed on behalf of 
the three powers that the "small 
committee'' approach China and 
Japan and offer its "good offices." 
Count Luigt Aldrovandi-Mares- 


cottl of Italy objected, maintaining 
that the conference should merely 
invite China and Japan to aettle 
their differences between 
them- 


selves. 
This 
corresponds 
with 


Japan's contention that the other 
powers should keep their hands 
off and let Japan settle her own 
account with China.

FACING A CRITICAL 
TIMEJAYS BUDD 


Tells Bankers Rising Opera- 


tion Costs and Revenue 


Declines Serious. 


Every Nebraskan has a direct 


nterest in the economic well being 
of railroad branch lines in the 
state, Ralph. .Budd, president of the 
Surlington, declared in an address, 
'The Branch Line Railroad," be- 
fore the Nebraska Bankers Asso- 
ciation. 


"Nebraska," said Mr. Budd, "is 


so dependent on branch line service 
;hat the question of loss of earn- 
ings on branch line mileage be- 
comes a critical one especially in 
view of the recent increases in the 
cost of operation." 


The railroad executive said that 


the roads are only able to carry 
Jie branch line mileage thru their 
ability, by resorting to the utmost 
efficiency, 
to 
reduce 
operation 


costs on main line traffic. 


Because rail revenues are at a 


critical state the only positive 
remedy for the situation is an 
immediate 
application 
to 
the 


I. C. C. for permission for a 15 
percent increase In rates. 


A seriojus threat to operating 


costs is the proposed 70 car train 
bill in congress. 


"This has been presented under 
the guise of a safety measure," 
said Mr. Budd, 'but all this' bill 
would do would kill more men, 
hurt 
more 
men, destroy more 


property under the guise of safety, 
add greatly to the burden of trans- 
portation, all for the sake of add- 
ing a few Jobs." 


'There are," he 
said,

"The only recourse the railroads 


have is to abandon lines when 
they become a burden to the rest 
of the system. In the Unted States 
there have been 17,000 miles of 
abandoned 
trackage. 
Nebraska 


has been very fortunate. 
There 


has been a total of only aboul 
100 miles of abandoned line, and 
only about 40 miles of this was on 
the Burlington.

Prosperity," Says President Budd 


of Burlington; Sees Bright Side 


"Business is good," said Ralph i 


3udd of Chicago, president of the 
Budd of Chicago, p 
Burlington railroad, in an inter- 
view here 
Thursday. "But," he 


added, "it is what somd^ one has 
described as a profitless prosper- 
ity." Considering territory covered 
by the Whole line, he pointed out, 
there, is a good 
corn 
crop, and 


prices are fair. There is a good cot- 
trtn crop too, which means added 
hauling business for the line, yet 
other developments, Budd asserted, 
tend to nullify whatever profits 
the railroad might make. 


The Burlington 
president said 


that plans call for continuation of 
the Hnvolofik shops as the central 
par-producinR* plant on the line. 
He said that more than 100 men 
laid off at the shops a few weeks 
ago will probably he returned to 
their jobs early next year to start 


on a 600 box car construction pro^ 
gram, which has already been ap- 
proved. A program for additional 
work is now hanging in the bal- 
ance, he said, and will probably 
be approved sometime this month. 


One of the principal contribut- 


ing factors in the current busi- 
ness recession is the "lag" in rail-

wax described at the fourth day of 
th* annual extension service con- 
ference at the college of agricul- 
ture, by R. N. Johnston, Pierce 
county agent. 
Successful farm activities such 
aa tours and co-operative 
feed 
pool* were also described and 
method* of making- such enter- 
prises succeed related. 
Ralph 
Budd, president of the Burlington, 
and Chancellor Burnett addressed 
the agricultural college field rep- 
resentatives briefly at luncheon. 
Agricultural Agent Johnston in 
relating- the successful tree plant- 
Ing- efforts over a long period of 
years by Pierce county farmers 
spoke especially of the Eugene 
Martlschang- project. 
In 1904 he 
planted his first strip across his 
farm east and west—a planting 
now admired by many Nebraskans. 
This is a single row of maples 80 
rods south of his established grove. 
In 1916 he planted between the 
strips 6 rowa of catalpa thru the 
center leaving the fields about 40 
rods apart. These catalpa now are 
20 to 25 feet high and form pro- 
tection for growing crops. 
"Mr. Martischang now lives in 
a veritable forest of evergreen, 
fruit trees and large shade trees," 
Johnson said. 
"He has several 
short rows on the north side of 
his buildings with garden strips 
between." Trees on the farm fur- 
nish all wood and fuel needed for 
the household which means a sav- 
ing of $150 per year. 
Martis- 
Chang's corn this year averaged 
close to 30 bushels as a result of 
strip protection. Corn on each 
protected acre, he believes, is worth 
more than he paid for the land. 
Hot winds of Aug. 15 evidently 
did not especially bother corn 
planted between the strips. The 
corn stayed green. Only one small 


piece of ten acres lying on the 
south side and not protected, 
hurried up. In this field there was 
even a strip ten rods wide that 
produced from 15 to 20 bushels 
of corn.

American Students Scorn Overall 


Jobs, Dr. George E. White Notices 


on a Visit From Saloniki, Greece 


(.Kroin The Dally N«br*vkmi.) 


An American e d u c a t i o n In 


Greece costs about one-third the 
price of an American education in 
America, 
says 
Dr. George E. 


White, president emeritus of Ana- 
tolia college in Salontki, Greece, 
who visited Prof. Gayle Walker 
on the Nebraska campus yester- 
day.'But then the students in Greece 
have less money than those in 
America," Dr. White explained. "I 
don't suppose one family out of 
all the 300 represented by our 
students at Anatolia owns a car." 
No Blue Overall Jobs. 
The most significant difference 
between the Greek, Armenian, Al- 
banian, and Russian students with 
whom Dr. White worked in Greece 
and those of the Nebraska cam- 
pus, however, is not one of money 
but of attitude. 
"I'm not quite sure," declared 
the educator, "how far American 
students can wear a white collar 
and a pair of blue overalls with 
equal facility. It seems to me that 
many of the students here would 
be unwilling to take a blue over- 
all job, while Greek students have 
no such scruples." 


For 47 years Dr. White has 
been connected with Anatolia col- 
lege having: served as president 
thruout the years of the World 
war and the reconstruction until 
1933. 
"Back of everything in the Near 
East is the Great War," he stated. 
"After 1918 theie was A whole lot 
of unscrambling of omlets in the 
Balkans Whites of eggs wei e 
separated into one pan and yel- 
lows into another." Result of the 
readjustment, he thinks, is to bring 
about new harmony in the Balk- 
ans. "Six little boys play together 
very well." he explained, defend- 
ing the region that has been called 
the "tinder box" of Europe. "It la 
the big boy who causes the dis- 
sension. Not the Balkan people but 
the big foreign powers make for 
conflict." 
Student sentiment in Greece is 
strongly opposed to war, according 
to Dr. White, altho' there is no 
strong move towards pacifism and 
no objection to the year of military 
service exacted by Greece of all 
her young men. "American stu- 
dents know very little about the 
war," Dr. White said. "You didn't 
get much of it in the states—just 
some back seat driving."

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CHINA HEMMED BY 


TRADE TREATIES 


Courts, Too, Largely of For- 


eign Jurisdiction as Result 


of Open Door. 


BY W. B. RAGSDALE. 


WASHINGTON, UP). More than 


2w0.000 foreigners live in China, 
most of them under laws of their 
own lands, not subject to the rules 
of conduct that govern the Chi- 
nese. Despite the war, about 7.800 
American business men, 
mission 
workers and travelers still are in 
China. Normally there are about 
10,000. For them special American 
courts exist to handle their claims 
against others, hear the 
claims 
Against them and to apply Ameri- 
can Instead of Chinese justice to 
them when they do wrong. 


The same is true of the citizens 


of several other nations. Foreign 
troops are garrisoned in eight Chi- 
nese cities. Over them fly the flags 
of Great Britain, Japan, the United 
States, France 
and Italy. For 
China is so tightly enmeshed by 
treaties 
its 
government 
may 
scarcely turn without asking the 
consent of some foreign nation. 
So it has been for many years. If 
China wants to raise its tariffs, 
an international conference must 
be called. 


First Treaty With Russia. 


, China's first treaty 
was 
with 
Russia in 1689. It fixed boundaries, 
granted free trade and extradition 
of 
criminals. 
But the Russians 


wanted more freedom 
of trade 
They sent new envoys in 1719. At 
the frontier, the 
Chinese 
found 
that the Russians ^ had 
brought 
wives along. 


"We have women 
enough 
Peking," they were told, and, de- 
spite a protest to the emperor, the 
women had to go back. Neverthe- 
less, 
their 
envoys went home 


empty handed. Eight years later 
another treaty was agreed upon 
It allowed one caravan every three 
years. 


During the 18th century, China's 
trade 'with other nations grew, but 
the other nations came to China to 
trade. The Chinese did not stir 
from the land of their ancestors 
where reigned the emperor. T< 
them, all outsiders were barbar 
lans. They were the only civilized 
people. 
Their history went back 


for thousands of years. If the: 
barbarian outsiders wanted treat 
ies, they should come as vassal; 
with gifts and reverent homage fo: 
the 
emperor. 
He was supremi 


among rulers and 
should trea 
with those of no other nation on 
a basis of equality. 


Governor 
Loo outlined thes 
views very neatly for Lord Napie 
in 1934 when that robust English 
man went to treat with the em 
peror. The governor 
told 
him 
"The barbarians of this 
nation

The Chinese offi- 
cials demanded the man be given 
to them for punishment.

Gushing and Kiying, .the Chinese 
commissioner. 
Gushing 
called a 


Jury of Americans and had the 
case tried under American law. 
The man was acquitted. Kiying 
accepted the settlement and agreed 
that that principle of handling 
such cases should be written into 
the treaty, along with stipulations 
that the Chinese government must 
protect Americans. 


Americans Wno Found Favor. 
Anson Burlingame was Amer- 
ica's 
next 
treaty maker 
with 


China. So well did the Chinese like 
him as a diplomat they chose him 
to head a mission to visit the 
powers that had interests in China 
and preach to them the substitu- 
tion of "fair diplomatic action in 
China for force." His commission 
signed a treaty with the United 
States in which it disavowed any 
intention or right to intervene in 
tho domestic administration of 
China in regard to the construc- 
tion of railroads, telegraphs or 


other material internal Improve- 
ments. 
, 
At the turn of the 19th century, 
Japan, France, Russia, Germany 
and Great Britain were scrambling 
for concessions and leases in China. 
About that time, the United States 
took over the Philippines. Then 
President McKinley mentioned the 
open door 
policy 
with 
pointed 
casualness 
in 
connection 
with 
American tenure in the Philip- 
pines. He said American states- 
manship could not be indifferent 
to the opportunity 
offered and: 
"We seek no advantages in the 
orient which are not common to 
all. Asking only the open door 
for ourselves, we are ready to 
accord the open door to others." 
Very soon John Hay, the secre- 
tary of state, was sending diplo- 
mats around to the foreign offices 
in London, Berlin and St. Peters- 
burg to get specific statements 
that the open door policy, or free- 
dom of trade in China for all na- 
tions at equal terms, would "in 
no wise interfere with any treaty 
port or vested interests within any 
so-called 'sphere of influence* 
leased territory" those nations had 
in China. He got them. Japan and 
Italy also agreed. 
From this stipulation and the 
agreements coupled with it springs 
Uie broad description of the "open 
door policy." 
About this time the Boxers de 
cided the foreigner was increasing 
the taxes of the Chinese, disturb- 
ing their peace and the bones of 
their ancestors, and had too many 
special court privileges from which 
the Chinese' were shut out. The 
Manchu 
dynasty was not 
much 


more popular than the foreigners 
It was alien to the Chinese, Its 
officials corrupt. But the empress 
dowager diverted the wrath to the 
foreigners. After the fighting, new 
agreements were signed contain- 
ing apologies for the murder of 
foreigners, 
indemnities,' bans on 
arms, destruction of Chinese forts 
defenses for foreign legations and 
new trade agreements.

The Japanese seem to be taking

Not all of the farming 
tates need federal loans for this 
aurpose. 
Where the density of 


arm population is large private 
ompanies have met the demand. 
This leaves comparatively 
few 


agricultural areas for federal de- 
velopment. Nebraska is one of 
hem. 


Prior to the entrance of the fed- 
ral government into the field, two 
agencies were empowered by law 
n Nebraska to provide this ser- 
vice, the 8 power companies and 
he 170 municipal plants. A sur- 
ey made by the University of Ne- 
iraska in 1935 showed that the 
ormer were serving 6,967 rural 
customers, an average of 871 per 
.ompany, and the latter 717, an 
average of 4. 
Since then 
the 


>ower companies have been active 
in development, but they have 
argely confined their 
extensions 


the more densely populated 


areas. The reason both 
private 


and municipal plants have not had 


larger development in the past 


ay in the belief, substantiated by 
rural electrification administration 
'igures, ..that a certain 
density 


must exist, 2.4 customers to the 
mile, before investment is justi- 
fied. 


Figures of the Edison Electric 


nstitute show that in Sweden and 
France there has been a develop- 
ment of rural electrification that 
will never be duplicated in this 
country, the reason being that in 
Sweden there are 14 farms to the 
mile of highway, in France 12-.6 
farms and in the United States as 


whole 2.09 farms. 
In those 


American areas where the density 
s greatest private power com- 
panies have invested over half a 
billion dollars; where it is small 
.hey have limited their investment, 
for obvious reasons. 
In foreign 


countries many land owners live in 
small towns and farm their land 
from there, thus aiding; rural elec- 
trification projects in furnishing 
current cheaply. No figures are 
available as to the monthly con- 
sumption, but the comparatively 
small number of appliances in ser- 
vice would indicate that little of 
this type of use prevails. 


Success of the program In Ne- 


braska depends upon consumption 
of current by farmers. The rural 
electrical projects are wise in cen- 
tering their present energies in 
developing a demand.

In the eastern cities exist book 
irinters who are known as 'van- 
ty publishers," says the Minneap- 
olis Journal. 
In one way or an- 


ather, a publisher of this kind gets 
ogether with a poet who has a 
manuscript of verse that he has 
written. 
It is the child of his 


aeart and it looks to him far bet- 
er than the majority of poems 
hat have found their way into 
>rint. The better known publish- 
ers have been unable to see in it 
.he values that the poet himself 
sees. But the poet still feels that 
t should be printed. 


This is the opportunity of the 
'vanity publisher." 
He and the 


joet soon get to talking terms. 
~~!oth agree that the poems should 
be printed. But the publisher can 
not see his way clear to take the 
full risk. Finally it is decided that 
the poet is to pay for the publi- 
cation, at least in part, and a 
minimum of the expense, usually 
about $225, is found to be his 
share of the expense. The pub- 
isher is to handle everything— 
printing, 
distribution, 
publicity 


md whatnot. The poet soon finds 
jimself in possession of quite a 
number of his beloved books to 
present to his friends—and the 
'vanity 
publisher" has made a 


fair little profit on the transaction. 
The rest is silence. 


Poems published in this way are 
rarely heard from again. They 
appear to "sink without trace.1 
Even the books of poems published 
by the regular houses find trouble 
"n keeping afloat long. Robert P 
Tristram Coffin, ci itic and poet 
who, 
in 1935, won the Pulitzer 
prize for his volume of poetry 
called "Strange Holiness," speaks 
of such pocta as Robinson Jef 
fers and Edwin Arlington Robin- 
son as "noble failures;* 
"T. S 
Eliot," he says, "is the best ex 
ample of the intellectuals' failure 
as Elinor Wylie is of the intellec- 
tuals' success." He speaks highlj 
of the work of Robert Fiost and 
he 
considers 
Stephen Benet's 
"John Brown's Body" as an "epic 
with the ancient magnificence o: 
Homer." He speaks disparagingly 
of the horde of young socialis 
poets: 


Many ol the youriRer writers have takei

This became apparent as hun- 
dreds of cairvassers got well under 
way in the second day of counting 
the city's first "P. R" (propor- 
tional representation) ballots cast 
in Tuesday s election for council 
members 
Thousands of improperly marked 
or blank ballots have been or will 
be discarded 
It was apparent to officials su- 
pervising the count in armories in 
the five boroughs that "at least 16 
percent" in the first big batch 
counted, lost their votes thru ig- 
norance of proper ballot marking 
In past elections, it was only 
necessary to pull the lever opposite 
an easily recognizable party em- 
blem, or, on paper ballots, mark 
an "X1 in the circle opposite the 
emblem 
On the "P H " ballots, however, 
there are no emblems Any party 
designations are in letters There 
were scores of names—Brooklyn 
ballots had 99—and it was neces- 
sary for the voter to mark num- 
bers, indicating his choice in order, 
opposite the names 
One voter marked the back of 
his ballot HIa first choice for 
councilman waa "official council- 
man's ballot" His second was 
"Nov. 2, 1937" He went right 
down the line in this fashion, and 
left unmarked the side of the bal- 
lot listing the candidates 
Since the number of councilman 


vvlll depend on the number 
valid ballots cast, at the rate 
one for each ,75,000 votes cast In 
each ^borough, original estimates o:

Observes Anniversary of the 


Armistice by Claiming 


Powers Week Late. 


ROME UP* Italy made her ob- 
servance of the anniversary of the 
World war armistice the occasion 
for further gibes at her World war 
allies, Britain and France.

pointed out various instances of 
suppression of freedom of speech. 
In a certain state, he said, a man 
is fined aiid imprisoned for teach- 
ing what the people in other states 
believe about evolution. The Black 
Legion of Michigan, he pointed 
out, makes a virtue of intolerance 
In the east, an eight year old boy 
is refused the privilege of going to 
school because he will not salute 
the flag in the prescribed manner. 


All these things seem insignifi- 


cant, taken sepai-ately. Dr. Foster, 
said, but he contended that they 
take on a vast significance when 
viewed collectively. Freedom of 
speech is too often taken as a 
matter of course, he declared. He 
pointed out to his audience that 
he could say anything he pleased 
and vet would not be thrown in 
jail or punished in another way. 
"And 
yet," he said, "outside the 


United States fully half the world 
is muzzled. Twenty years ago we 
fought, as we thought, to make 
the .world safe fpr democracy, but 
today, in half the world, democ- 
racy is not safe—it is dead." 
"Suppose," said Dr. Foster, "you 


should read in your newspaper one 
morning that Herbert Hoover and 
his wife had been shot by govern- 
ment agents while standing on the 
steps of their home in Palo Alto, 
and that the president said the 
action was necessary because he 
was convinced, by evidence vrhich 
he unfortunately could not reveal, 
that they were operating for the 
Japanese government? You would 
know that freedom was gone. Yet 
that is exactly what happened in 
Germany." 
The speaker contended that no 


halfway measures will assure con- 
tinued freedom of thought and 
speech in this country. "We must 
go the whole way," he declared. 
"We must even, seek freedom of 
speech for those who seek to cur- 
tail freedom of speech." Once we 
start to prevent any individual 
from saying what he considers the 
truth, we do not know how far it 
will go." 


Another Depression. 


Later in his address. Dr. Foster 


said, "We are now headed for an- 
ither business depression. Nothing 
las been announced by the federal 
government which leads us to hope 
.hat the necessary steps will be 
.aken to prevent it. 
There are 


jlenty of men who know what to 
do. The steps can yet be taken, 
and pray God they will be taken." 
He warned that if another 
de- 


gression comes, throwing 
more 
nilhons out of work, putting more 
millions in a position where they 
have nothing to lose, revolution 
will not be far off. 
"No dictator ever succeeded in 
taking power over a prosperous 
people," he declared. 
"The first 
ine of defense is the solution o 
economic problems with which w< 
are faced. 
The most prosperous 


people in the world are those liv^ 
ing under the freedom of democ 
racy. Even if autocracy could 
bring a higher standard of living 
it is too high a price to pay foi 
it. Imagine living under a condi 
tion where, for the sake of an 
economic condition promised by a 
dictator, you have lost the integ 
rity of your own soul."

ent of their claims. All but 57-t, 
r leas than one-half of 1 percent 
f the depositors were fully pro- 
ected against loss. 
Of the 151 


anks, 108 with deposits of $31,- 
50,000 were placed in receiver- 
hip and 43, with deposits of $28,- 
87,000, were merged with other 
anks with the aid of loans and 
urchases of assets by the cor- 
oration amounting to $12,709,000. 


"With the present resources'and 


ncome, success of deposit insur- 


ice depends chiefly upon results 
f efforts to build and maintain 


strong, well managed banking 


ystem," said Crowley. 


Work Thru Three Channels. 
The corporation's efforts to this 


nd are directed thru three chan- 
lels. 
They are: 


1. Control of admission of banks to in- 
urance. 
2 
Control of tha activities and prac- 
:es of Insured Institutions 
3. Power to terminate a bank's Insured 
tatus for cause. 


Mr. Crowley stated he does not 


ielieve the sort of branch bank- 
ng, which is currently so general 
a topic of conversation and reso- 
utions, represents a solution to 
:he problem of bankless and mar- 
inal towns. 
"Any town that can support a 


ull time branch can support a 
unit bank," he declared. 


The bank that cannot operate 
rofitably by following1 the rules 
and investing only In sound assets 
las no place in our banking sys- 
.em, Crowley said. 


The banker who speculates wiEh 
the funds of his depositors and 
stockholders is directly responsible 
' 
the unpleasantly notorious rep- 
utation of bankers in recent years 
and they are the type that should 
be drummed out of the profes- 
sion, said the FDIC chairman. 
The speaker repeatedly told the 
bankers that supervisory efforts 
will be ineffective unless bankeio 
co-operate. 


Banks Must Be Profitable. 


No bank can long: survive unless 
it is a profitable enterprise, h 
declared, but banks tending to 
capitalize upon their local monop 
oly by charging exorbitant rates 
of interest will not be looked upon 
with favor, he warned. 
"In order to protect their oppor 
tunities for legitimate profit, Ne 
braska banks should 
encourag 
extreme care in authorizing addi 
tional banks in the state. 
Ne\v 
banks will generally aggravate an 
already thin situation. 


"A total of 16 new state char 
ters were granted in Nebraska be 
tween Jan. 1, 1934, and Oct. 1 
1937. 
Three of these institution 
have already ended their brief ca 
reers thru voluntary liquidation. 


"Seven of the banks came In a 
non-insured banks. I believe tha 
no bank should be chartered un 
less it is admitted to insurance a 
the time it begins business. 


"I must express regret that i 


was found expedient in 1934 t 
lower minimum capital require 
for the establishment of a new 
bank in Nebraska from $25,000 t 
$10,000." 


Mr. Crowley said that he hope 
for an early upward requirement 
revision. 


Praises Nebraska Banks. 


"State banks in Nebraska," sal 
the speaker, "currently hold a; 
asset position which compares fa 
vorably with the record of an 
other state in the country. 
Th 


portion of total assets of Nebrask 
state banks classified by our ex 
aminers as loss and doubtful i 
less than half as great as for th 
country as a whole. 
The capita 
ratios of those 
banks 
likewis 
compare favorably with the na 


tion'i average, tho some banks 
still require additional capital if 
they are to be adequately cush- 
ioned against unfavorable develop- 
nents." 
The attainment has been costly, 
said.

Schneider, Plattsmouth, president 
of the Nebraska Bankers Associa- 
tion, in his annual address. 


Mr. Schneider said that the 
bankers must continue their fight 
for an independent banking sys- 
tem. The branch banking system 
is not the answer, he said. 


According to a survey made in 


the state only 32 banks favored 
branch banking while 288 voted 
against any change. 


In his plea for an independent 
system Mr. Schneider said that the 
branch system in Oregon has en- 
abled two Portland banks to con- 
trol more than two-thirds of the 
state's resources. 


Reviewing the year's activity he 
said that the most important work 
has been done in organizing re- 
gional clearing houses. "One June 
30, 1936," said Schneider, "there 
were 300 state banks, one bank 
has voluntarily 
closed, two vol- 
untarily liquidated, three merged 
and one nationalized so we now 
have 296 state banks. 


"Loans

$2,500,000, 
bonds more than a million, real 
estate was reduced 16 percent and 
cash reserve from 41 to 35 percent 
Net profits increase only $256,000 
on a $11,000,000 investment so nq 


one can say that banking U very 
profitable."

divided, he said, as follows: 4 mil- 
lion for increased cost of materials; 
3 million for increased taxes; 4 mil- 
lion for wage increases. Budd said 
that if the railroads were reason- 
ably sure of the future, they would 
start programs of development, re- 
placement of aging equipment, and 
so forth, which would materially 
increase the nation's prosperity. As 
it is, he said, the railroads are 
holding back. 


"The bright side, however, is 
the possibility that the interstate 
commerce commission may grant 
a general increase in freight rates 
to compensate for our higher costs 
and the fact that farm income gen- 
erally is better," Budd observed. 


The Chicagoan admitted that 
government ownership of railroads 
was a distinct possibility if "rates 
and costs are not kept in line." 


"There is a lack of definite 


policy whether we are to be al- 
lowed to make a go of private rail- 
road 
operation 
or whether 
it 
should be government ownership," 
he said. 
"We need a stabilized 


policy — not the kind that forces us 
to lay off men and later put them 
back to work. That is expensive."

than the average state in the coun- 
try Is that the railroad systems 
have carried the branch lines. The 
Burlington has done most of this 
carrying since it has most of the 
branch lines. I use the branch 
line as an illustration of the criti- 
cal situation in which we find 
ourselves. 


"The only remedy we have is 
the 
immediate application 
for 


permission for a 15 percent rate 
increase. This will enable us to 
do many beneficial things, we 
can carry on a program of im- 
provement, which will add to the 
nation's purchasing power, we can 
avoid layoffs and we will be en- 
abled to carry the branch lines. 


"Thfe roads are only able to 
carry these branch lines thru re- 
duction of the cost of operation 
thru efficiency. It is now pro- 
posed in congress to make work 
by reducing tram limits to 70 
cars. That would greatly increase 


the expense of 
operating rail- 


roads, it would add J150.000.0OO in 
expense annually. It la proposed 
as a safety measure yet statistics 
show that it would increase acci- 
dents almost tn direct proportion 
to the trains run." 


Mr. Budd said, "If you take 


five trains to handle the traffic 
that would ordinarily be hauled 
on four trains you have just that 
additional percentage of accidents 
and property loss."

Which does not mean they will 
have to take La Guardia or pass 
out It means the republican party 
must give up hope of nominating a 
plug hat or anyone from the plug 
hat section. 


This country today is definitely 
out of the control of the business 
man in politics. Ten years ago,, 
with the stock market booming,' 
industry humming, 
high wages 
and low unemployment, this coun- 
try glorified Coolidge when he de- 
clared, "the business of America 
is business." Those days are gone 
forever. The business of America 
today is justice—an honest, equit- 
able readjustment of the national 
income as between those who toil 
with their hands and those who 
direct 
industry with 
organizing 
brains. 
Fiorello La Guardia either in 
person or, even better, as a type, 
represents the hope of victory in 
this country over the democratic 
party.

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TRADE BARGAINING 


TREATY DISCUSSED 


National Council Meets at 


Cleveland With Offi- 


cials Present. 


CLEVELAND. tfP>. A suggested 
trade bargaining treaty between 
United State* and Great Britain 
came before the national foreign 
trade council for discussion, with 
President Eugene P. Thomas ex- 
pressing belief "chances of such an 
agreement are very good." 


"The general expectation is there 
may be early developments in the 
line of a treaty with the United 
Kingdom," Thomas, of New York 
who formerly was a vice president 
of U. S. Steel corporation, said. 
"We believe the chances of such 
an agreement are very good. High 
British officials have viewed it 
with favor. 
When the mechanics 


will be completed is another mat- 
ter." 


Dr. Henry F. Grady, vice chair- 
man of the U. S. tariff commission 
and one of the discussion leaders 
in the reciprocal trade agreements 
session, declared the American 
tariff agreement program "i» go- 
ing to move ahead rapidly." 
"It is anticipated," Dr. Grady 
said, "there will be a number of 
announcements 
in 
the 
months 
ahead. We are hopeful that it will 
be possible to make an agreement 
with Great Britain." 
The United 
Kingdom is the 
principal group not now included 
in the 16 trade agreements nego- 
tiated by Secretary of State Hull 
under the trade agreements act of 
1934. Canada Is among the 16 na- 
tions which represent about 36 
percent of American exports and 
42 percent of this nation's imports. 


Government- officials 
attending 
the session of the council, an or- 
ganization devoted to the* theme 
that "foreign trade is essential to 
American industry," would not dis- 
cuss publicly the status of a pos- 
sible trade agreement with Great 
Britain. Privately they expressed

Spread by 


Rabbits 


Human Beings Apt to 


Contract It From 
an Infected Animal

AS SOON aa the open ica- 


son for the hunting of rabbits be- 
gins, shipments of wild rabbits ar- 
rive in local markets, and the men- 
ace of tularemia again i« with us. 


"Tularemia" is a plague-like dis- 


ease of rabbits and other rodents. 
These animals are Infected by the 
bite of blood-sucking Insects, such 
aa tics, fleas, lice, deer flies and 
horse flies. 


Although it is mainly a disease 


of animals, the infection can b« 
passed to man. For this reason it 
is advised that those who dress or 
handle wild rabbits take the neces- 
sary precautions to guard against 
the disease. Since the germs enter 
the body through a cut or scratch 
of the skin, it is imperative that 
the hands be guarded against this 
danger by wearing gloves when 
handling rabbits. 
The victim notices a small pim- 


ple on his finger or hand. At first 
the pimple is painless, but it soon 
grows larger and painful. 
This 


symptom is followed by tenderness 
of some of the glands of the body. 
As a rule, the lymph glands at the 
elbow and those of the arm are in- 
volved. They may become so en- 
larged as to require lancing. 


Fatal Results Bare 


Fatal results in tularemia are 
rare. 
Usually the infection runs 
its course within three weeks. Yet, 
the seriousness of the disease must 
not be overlooked; sometimes, un- 
fortunately, the infection, spreads, 
resulting in severe blood poisoning. 
Such case? require prolonged care 
and hospital attention. 
As I have indicated, it is best to 


guard against the disease by wear- 
ing rubber gloves when dressing 
rabbits. 
Every precaution should- 


be taken against scratching or cut- 
ting the hands on the bones of the 
animal. If the disease is suspect- 
ed, the animal should be destroyed. 


If the liver and spleen of the 


rabbit are examined, and grayish 
spots about the size of a pin head 
are discovered, you can be sure 
that this animal had tularemia 
There is no danger of infection 
after the rabbit meat has been 
thoroughly cooked. 
The danger 


only exists in. the handling of dis- 
eased rabbits and the eating of in- 
sufficiently-cooked meat.

"pack" the supreme court. He is 
personally popular, but it took ali 
the strentgh of the late-to-report 
Hudson county of "Boss" Hague's 
control to carry him to victory 
Hudson county gave Moore a 129,- 
000 majority but the rest of the 
state voted against him by about 
84,000. 


Back in 1932, the republicans 


selected a United States senator 
in New Jersey by 16,000 votes. 


Then, in 
1934, the 
democrat* 


carried New Jersey for the United 
States senatorship, Mr. Moore be- 
ing the democratc nominee, ant 
the margin was 231,000- 


In 1936, the democrats reduced 


their gain somewhat when they 
elected a United States senator 
by 176,000. 


Now, 
in 1937, this lead is stil 


further reduced, the margin of Mr 
Moore's victory being only 45,000 


It is not often that a compari

KIRK CLAIMS LAYMAN 


NOT BARRED BY LAW 


Justice Court Not One of 


Record and Anyone 


May Practice. 


The right of a layman as an 


agent to prepare pleading's and 
conduct cases in a justice court 
was defended in 
a 
brief 
filed 


Thursday on behalf of Homer D. 
Kirk, Falls City justice, cited re- 
cently on motion of the attorney 
general 
to 
show cause why he 


should not be punished for con- 
tempt of court in doing: just that. 
The brief was prepared by F. A. 
Hebenstreit, his attorney, who in- 
formed the court at the same time 
that he probably would not be 
present to argue the matter be- 
cause Kirk can hardly afford the 
expense. He adds that If the court 
rules to the contrary, Kirk desires 
to enter an unqualified plea of 
guilty as he has neither the money 
nor the inclination to contest the 
information. 


Mr. Hebenstreit says thttt it is 


his understanding that the attor- 
ney general also desires a ruling 
and asks for a written opinion by 
the court. 'He adds: "The defen- 
dant particularly wants this ruling 
so if he is informed that it is un- 
lawful for him to practice in jus- 
tice court that he can then cease 
such practice; if it is unlawful un- 
der this present statute he wants 
to be so informed so that he can 
find a different manner of earn- 
ing a living- for himself and his 
family." The court is asked to be 
as lenient as possible in assessing 
any fines against Kirk. 


Kirk admits the truth of three 


counts charging tjiat he acted in 
the capacity of an attorney, with- 
out being admitted to the bar, in 
proceedings in the county court, 
but his attorney insists that there 
Is no prohibition against a layman 
practicing in justice courts, be- 
cause the law forbids this only in 
courts of record. 
He says Kirk 


has not held himself out as an at- 
torney, but that he has been en- 
gaged in the collection business for 
25 years and acted in good faith 
and in the belief that it was law- 
ful to file cases in justice court in 
order to enforce collection. 
He 


points out that one case before 
Justice Clark was conducted on the 
request of the state welfare de- 
partment and the other for poof 
people 
for 
which he made no 


charge.

WASHINGTON. (*>). One phase 


~. of the social security act which an 


advisory council may consider Fri- 
day is multiple taxation of come 
persons for old age benefite. 


The council—0 
representatives 


Of employers, 6 of employes, and 
12 of the public—will recommend 
changes in the social security act, 
If it decides any are needed. The 
group was appointed by the senate 
finance committee and the social 
Security board. 


The multiple taxation problem 


arose because under present law 
an employe paid by two or more 
employers during a calendar year 
is taxed on the first ?3,000 of each 
salary. Both employers also are 
taxed. 
Thus an individual paid $3,000 
by each of three employers pays a 
tax on $9,000, whereas one paid 
$10,000 by a single employer is 
taxed on only $3,000—the maxi- 
mum of taxable salary from a 
Bingle employer. 
In some cases an individual may 
receive $3,000 from one employer 
in the first few months of the 
year, then change employers. The 
first 53,000 from the second em- 
ployer also Is taxed. Many film 
actors who make pictures for 
more than one producer 
are 


~ among1 those affected. 
Social security board officials 
eaid cases of this nature undoubt- 
edly were numerous, even tho 
small in proportion to the total of 
55,000,000 social security accounts. 
The board is understood to be- 
lieve that great administrative dif- 
ficulty would result from an at- 
tempt to prorate a tax on only the 
first ?3,000. 
An argument against a tax on 
only the first $3,000 received by an 
employe in any year is that the 
second employer would not be 
subject to any levy. 
Altho paying multiple taxes, an 


-•employe also increases the total 
_ of wages by which old age bene- 
fits are determined. 
For instance, a man working for 
^one employer at $3,000 or more a 
-year would receive In 15 years 
total wages (for the purpose of 
' computing federal old age bene- 
fits) of $45,000. This would en- 
title him to old age benefits of $50 
& month. 
A man working for three em- 
ployers, at $3,000 or more a year 


^.from each, would receive 5135,000 
-In 15 years. This would entitle 
" him 
to the 
maximum monthly 
, benefit of $85.

All this does not suggest that

South told the world at large that- 
e had been the victim of atrocious 
distribution. But, in reality, he had 
only hinseU to blame for the loss of 
game and rubber. Certain bidding 
iequences carry eloquent messages to 
player* who are wide awake. On this 
particular occasion South should hav« 
tnown, before he saw the dummy, 
:hat a club ruff by West was immi- 
nent! North's no trump bid had ad- 
vertised 4-3-3-3 distribution. Surely 
East had at least five clubs for his 
overcall at tho two level. South him- 
self had four, thus West had one or 
none. Of course. South could have 
made a highly lucrative double of two 
clubs, but was disinclined to this ac- 
tion because of the vulnerability con- 
ditions. At least, however, he might 
.iave listened to the warning conveyed 
by the club bid and, after North took 
away the spade menace by bidding 
spades, should have steered the con- 
tract to the correct spot of three no 
trump. 
The heat t suit would be 


equally valuable at no trump. The 
diamond queen was a potential stop- 
per, and the club length in South'* 
hand, instead of a menace at a suit 
biri, would have been an asset at no 
trump. 
Obviously the opponents 


could have taken only their three 
aces against the correct contract
